Chief Architect in the Central Public Works Depart¬ 
ment or Joint Secretary and Legal Advisor in the 
Indian Legal Service; 

or 

(ii) Superintending Engineer (Civil)/Superintending Engi¬ 
neer (Electrical) /Senior Architect in the Central 
Public Works Department with eight years regular 
service in the respective grade or Deputy Legal Advi¬ 
sor in the Indian Legal Service with eight years regu¬ 
lar service in the grade. 

(Period of deputation including period of deputation In 
another ex-cadre post held immediately preceding this ap¬ 
pointment in the same or some other organisation/depart¬ 
ment of the Central Government shall ordinarily not ex¬ 
ceed 3 (three) years. The maximum age limit for appoint¬ 
ment by transfer on deputation shall not exceed 56 years, 
as on the closing date of the receipt of applications.)”
